I usually  contract  for  from  one  to  three  million  plants 
with  the  best  Oregon  growers,  and  have  personally  inspected  my 
fields  this  season  and  safely  say  that  the  stock  is  the  best  I have 
ever  handled. 


Owing  to  the  dry  season  and  other  conditions  our  planters  will  not 


set  as  heavy  as  usual,  leaving  me  with  a heavy  surplus  to  dispose 
of,  which  condition  I desire  to  give  you  the  benefit  of. 

In  order  to  take  advantage  of  this  offer  however,  orders  must  be 
in  before  the  last  of  November,  so  that  stock  can  come  down  in  my 
carload  shipments.
